| Irving as Philip?” some one once ask; 


How dangerous to ask “why” 
about any one so freakish as Jimmy 
Whistler! But I answered then and 
would answer now that it was be- 
cause, as Philip, Henry, in his dress 
without much color (from the common 
point of view), his long \gray legs and 
his Velasquez-like attitudes, looked 
like the kind of thing which Whistler 
loved to peiut. Velasquez bad painted 
a real Philip of the same race; Whis- 
tler would paint hhe actor who had 
created the Philip of the stage. 

I have a note from Whistler written 
to Henry at a later date, I think, 
whicn refers to the picture., It is 
common knowledge that the sitter nev- 
er cared much about the portrait. 
Henry had a strange affection for the 
wrong pictures of himself. He dis- 
liked the Bastien-Lepage, the Whistler 
and the Sargent, which never even 
saw the light. He adored the weak, 
pretty-pretty picture by Millais, which, 
I must admit all the same, held the 
mirror up-to one of the characteristics 
of Henry’s face—its extreme refine- 
ment. 

The most remarkable men I have 
known were, without a doubt, Whis- 
tler and Oscar Wilde. This does not 
imply that I liked them better or ad- 
mired them more than the others, but 
there. was something about both of 
them more instantaneously individual, 
audacious and wonderful than it. is 
possible to describe.—Kllen Terry in

Swithin’s at, Winchester, purchased of 
the. monks of Dorchester, in Oxford- 
shire, “‘Be@e’s Homilies” and ‘‘St. Aus- 
tin’s Psalter”! for twelve measures of 
barley and a pall on which was em- 
broidered in silver the history of St. 
Birjnus converting a Saxon king. 

About the year 1400 a copy of John 
of Meun’s “Roman de la Rose” was 
sold before fhe palace gate at Paris 
for 40 crowns, or about $175. 

The Countess of Anjou paid for a 
copy of the “Homilies of Halmon,” 
bishop of Halberstedt, 200 sheep, five 
quarters of wheat and the same quan- 
tity of rye and millet. 

In 1471, when Louis XI. of France 
borrowed the works of Rhasis, the 
Arabian physician, from the faculty of 
medicine at Paris he not only deposit- 
ed by way of pledge a considerable 
quantity of plate, but he was obliged 
to procure a nobleman to jvin with 
him as surety in a deed binding him- 
self under a great forfeiture to restore 
the books,

A severe blow has been struck at 
British prestige. among the native

The British consul general was ab- 

sent, and the vice-consul in charge 
was obliged to inform the Sultan that 
there was no British warship within 
hundreds of miles, so that. the prompt 
assistance required was: 'itnpossible. 
But, recognizing the urgency of the 
case, the vice-consul telegraphed to 
the captain of the German cruiser 
Buzzard, then lying at Dar-es-Salaam, 
the capital of German East Africa, 
asking him to hasten to East Zanzibar 
to quell the palace disturbance. 
. The captain of the Buzzard hesitat- 
ed to intervene in a British protector- 
ate’ on’ his own responsibility, and 
cabled to Berlin for orders. The Ger- 
man Admiralty referred the matter 
to the Emperor, who immediately or- 
der, that any assistance required by 
the British authorities at Zanzibar 
should be given with the least pos- 
sible delay. 

Thereupon ‘the Buzzard proceeded, 
full speed, to Zanzibar to restore or- 
der. The captain of the Buzzard had 
orders from Berlin to land a force, if 
necessary, and garrison the palace by 
German bluejackets, so long as it 
seemed desirable. 

It appeare, however, that mafters 
did not reach this pitch, but the 
mutineers were partly overpowered and 
partly persiraded to return to‘duty by 
their English and other European offi- 
cers. The Sultan’s. troops are com- 
manded by a British officer, Briga- 
dier-General Raikes. 

No doubt the appearance of the 
German warship materially helped to 
overawe the mutineers and facilitated 
the task of the officers in terminating 
a rising which threatened to produce 
such serious consequences. Subse- 
quently the British Government sent 
a cordial message of thanks to the 
German Government for itg friendly 
action at Zanzibar. 

The attitude of the German captain 
of the Buzzard, as well as the German 

was rfectly 
correct from beginning to end. They 
were asked tor assistance by the Brit- 
ish vice-consul, and gave it with the 
least possible delay. 
aes The whole proceeding, however, is 
extremely humiliating, as the great- 
est naval power in the world was 
driven to appeal for German aid in 
quelling a disturbance in a British 
protectorate in which the native troops 
are commanded by a British officer. 

It is noteworthy that although no 
British warship was within reach, 
there was a second. German cruiser, 
the Seeadler, close at hand, ‘which 
could have reinforced the Buzzard at 
Zanzibar, if more assistance had ,beén 
necessary. 

The incident made a deep impres- 
sion not only om the natives of Zanzi- 
bar, but also all along the coast and 
far into the interior. It is hardly 
possible to explain how much of pres- 
tige Britain suffered in the estimation 
of the natives by an incident such 
as this. 


DRWEN TO CONFESS. 


Man Admits ‘Murder Committed Over 
Three Years Ago. 


Another proof has been recently re- 
corded of the truth of the saying, 
“Murder will out.’”” Remorse has led 
Thomas Rice, an inmate of Down- 
patrick Lunatic Asylum, in Ireland, to 
confess that he murdered a farmer, 
named Daniel Mallon, of Mullagh- 
mossa Glebe, between the town of 
Moy and the village of Benburb, on 
Nov. 4, 1904. Though Rice is now a 
thadman, the inquiries made by the 
‘potice corroborate’ ‘the details of his 


“confession, leaving little doubt of its 


truthfulness. . 

When Mallon met his death three 
ears ago he was returning homeward 
rom Moy Fair, accomesaie by a 
number of neighbors. ear the en- 
trance of a laneway leading to his 
own house he wag fatally stabbed by 
an unknown assailant. The police 
arrested a hired man named James 
McMullan, but after a two days’ trial 
va the capital charge he was acquit- 


Now Rice’s confession has justified 
McMullan’s release. His statement 
of guilt was made in a letter written 
to an, aequaintance in Castlecaulfield, 
a Tyrone village ‘about three miles 
from Dungannon, and seven from Moy 
‘and Benburb,' ‘The. recipient way so 
impressed sf the confession that he

handed the letter to the local police,

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THE LATE P. G: LAURIE 


Late Editor and Proprietor of 
Battleford Herald. : 


The 


In the long list of editors and news- 
paper men, short histories of whose 
work have been set forth from time 
to time under this heading, what 
name has appeared more worthy of 
consideration than that of the late 
P. G. Laurie: It is doubtful if any 
other man connected with the news- 
paper business was better known or 
more highly respected. Indeed, it 


may be said that he was almost, if 
not the first editor to engage in pioh- 

\ eer newspaper work in these western 
provinces. 

A native of Scotland, he camé to 
Canada with ‘his father, when quite 
a young lad. He learned the print- 
ing trade in Cobourg, Ont.,..and a 
few years later purchased the Times 
at Owen Sound, his first newspaper 
venture, subsequently publishing the 
Essex Record at Windsor, Ont. In 
the year 1869 he was induced by the 
late Sir John Schultz to visit the then 
little-known west, and after the many 
vicissitudes of travel he eventually 
arrived at Fort Garry, where he took 
charge of the Nor’Wester newspaper. 
Interrupted by the outbreak: of the 
first Riel. rebellion, Mr. Laurie was 
forced to remove to Lower Fort Garry 
with the officials of the Canadian 
Government. Here he printed the 
. proclamations for the authorities, as 
well as their replies to the counter 
proclamations ‘of the rebel leaders, 
Subsequently he was enabled to leave 
the country and return to Ontarie. 
The following year he made his se- 
cond trip to the west, coming by way 
of the Dawson route, and reaching 
Winnipeg on Sept. 4th, 1870. He 
purchased the plant of the Nor’- 
Wester, and began the publication of 
the Manitoba News-Letter. Remain- 
ing in Winnipeg. for. some years in 
connection with newspaper work, in 
the year. 1878, Mr. Laurie set out 
across the plains with a newspaper 
plant in ox carts. Arriving at Battle- 
ford on August 11, 1878, he established 
the Herald, being the only paper then 
published west of Winnipeg and- the 
most northerly paper on the American 
continent. From that date until his 
death on May 13, 1903, the history of 
his life had been the history of Bat- 
tleford. Through prosperity and de- 
pression, through times of war and of 
peace, he continued the publication 
of his paper, during most of the time 
filling simultaneously every position 
in the editorial, mechanical and busi- 
ness staffs, never for a moment fal- 
tering in his belief in the ultimate 
future of the country he loved so well. 
In 1885, during the stirring times of 
the rebellion, ‘he alternated between 
military duties at the garrison and 
the publication of his paper as op- 
portunities offered. 

What more can be said than that 
he did his part well in his capacity 
of pathfinder for western journalism. 
It required a man of energy and pur- 
pose, a man of great confidence, to 
establish a newspaper so far removed 
from the settled districts. It requir-

The general increase in the price of 
wood for the past. few years has -had 
the’ effect of turning public attention 
to the timber supply in general. To 
many, the increas» in prices is suffi- 
ciently explained by saying. that 
there is a combine amoadg lumber 
producérs and manufacturers. But, 
independent, of the possible existence 
of any combine, a deeper cause under- 
lies the increase in prices, and the 
cause is this, that timber is becoming 
harder and harder for the manufac- 
turer to get. Greater and gréater 
economy and use of materials former- 
ly considered as waste is being intré- 
duced into the manufacture of wood, 
but in spite of it all the price of logs 
is going up, owing to higher wages 
that have to be paid, greater distances 
the logs have to be brought and many 
other reasons. 

Not in America alone is the scar- 
city of timber being felt; it has be- 
come a world-wide question. Only 
seven countries in the world are now 
in a position to export timber, -In 
Europe there are five, namely: Austro- 
Hungary, Norway, Sweden, Finland 
and Russia; in America there are two, 
namely: Canada and' the United 
States. But Russia, Austro-Hungary 
and the United States are increasing 
their population and developing their 
industries so fast that they cannot 
long’ continue to be exporting coun- 
tries. The timber-of Norway is-threat- 
ened with excessive cutting. Germany, 
where the practice of forestry has 
been brought to the greatest perfec- 
tion, has never been able to supply 
home demands, arid is a heavy impor- 
ter. : he ks 

Canada, Sweden and Finland are 
left, and their supply is hopelessly de- 
ficient for the world. .If Canada were 
to attempt to supply the United States 
alone, its entire timber. area would |: 
be cut off and denuded in the course 
of a very few years—probably less 
than a decade. ae 

Various estimates of Canada’s for- 
est land have been given. Eight hun- 
dred million acres was a few years 
ago accepted as‘pretty near the truth; 
but considerng the damage caused’ by 
fire and other destructive agencies, 
it is doubtful if the existing forests 
cover half that area. To keep this 
area in its most productive state, thus 
enabling it to meet the demand as 
far as possible and to produce the 
largest revenue, is the prob'em set 
those in control of these areas, and 
the protection of. the forests against 
fire and other dangers and their pro- 
per management under forestry me- 
thods is the only way in which this 
can be effected. _
